Tito Greets 
Premier With 
Open Arms . 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia,' Aug. 
20- (A— soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev flew into Belgrade today 
and rushed Into the outstretched 
arms of Yugoslav President Tito. 

Wives of the two leaders stood 
by as Khrushchev ran five or six 
steps from his plane and flung 
himself Into Tito's arms. 

Khrushchev and Tito greeted 
one another like- long-lost broth- 
ers with a< cordial bear hug and 
kisses on the cheeks. 

There was no sign ot the post 
animosities that had frequently 
scarred relations between them 
since Khrushchev's last visit here 
in mo. 

In his welcoming speech, Tito 
hailed Khrushchev's role in 
achieving a limited nuclear test 
ban. agreement with tho United 
States and Britain. 

"We hail your efforts for calm- 
ing tho world situation to make 
It impossible for world reaction- 
ary lorces which desire to throw 
the world into a new catastro- 
phe," Tito said. 

Khrushchev, In reply, thanked 
Tito for inviting him to Yugo- 
slavia and sold be was looking 
forward to continuing talks be- 
gun during Tito's visit to Moscow 
last December. 

In an open affront to- the Red 
Chinese. Khrushchev again paid 
tribute to Yugoslavia as a social- 
ist country. 

The Chinese denounce Tito as 
a deviation tat and agent of im- 
perialism who, has sabotaged so- 
cialism In Yugoslavia.

A second drilling operation de- 
signed to establish a communica- 
tions lino with Louis Bova, 42, 
one of tho three men, also went 
oil In the fog and dampness. 

Bova, Patters onvllle, Is separ- 
ated from the other two by debris 
and has been unheard from since 
Monday morning. Concern for 
his welfare grew, althounh' one 
state official said, "We still have 
hope. After all It was a miracle 
th6 other guys are still alive. We 
think Bova's okay." 

Mrs. Anna Fcllln talked with 
her husband this morning. Her 
conversation could be heard, but 
some of Fellln's was muffled.

Ex-Georgia Coach 
Awarded^ Million- 

ATLANTA, Aug. 20 (UPI) — Former Georgia Foot- 
ball Coach Wallace Butts won $3,060,000 in libel dam- 
ages today from the Saturday Evening Post which said 
he divulged team secrets to a rival university. A 12- 
man federal jury which had deliberated seven hours 
and 18 minutes returned a verdict in favor of the roly 
poly coach in his 10 million dollar libel suit against the 
nationally circulated magazi ne. Butts wept openly- Clay 
Blair, jr., editor-in-chief of 
the magazine, was in the 
courtroom when the jury's 
terse decision was read and 
announced that the deci- 
sion would be appealed. 

Tha Curtis Publishing com- 
pany, publishers of the Saturday 
Evening Post, has been in serious 
financial trouble for several 
years. The company- announced 
today In Hew York that Its net 
loss for the first six months of 
this year was 13.460,000. The 
company's set loss for 10G2 was 
tI8Ql7,O0O. 

"We the jury find in favor of 
Wallace Butts," the verdict sold. 

It went on to spell out that It 
was awarding general damages ol 
100,000 and punitive damages of 
three "million dollars. Butts had 
asked for five million dollars In 
each category, 

Tho Jury of businessmen delib- 
erated five hours and 30 minutes 
lost night before retiring for" the 
night in a. hotel two blocks from 
tho courthouse. 

About an hour after resuming 
its deliberation, the jury sent out 
for soft drinks and coffee. 

During the wait today Butts 
spent his time wandering about 
the high ceillnged. paneled court- 
room where more than 40 wit- 
nesses appeared during the nine 
days of testimony. Ho stopped 
now and then to nip through 
the fall football magazines now 
on the newsstands with predic- 
tions of tho 1003 season. 

Last night the Jurors apparent- 
ly took at least one ballot— and 
fallcd-to -agree— boforo-rsUdng.

at 4:02- p.m. E1/T yesterday. ^

Oov. Oeorge O. Wallace of Ala' 
noma, In a surprise act, not only 
agreed to tho rule change butj. 
also seconded the move at the 
Southern Oovemora conference. 

Eleven governors voted for the 
change,; which. means that any 
resolution will need a unanimous 
vote for adoption. 

Wallace's antl-clvil rights reso- 
lution had threatened to divide 
the conference. 

The rule change was recom- 
mended by 'Oov. Donald Russell 
of South Carolina. 

Oov. Orval E. Faubus of'Ar- 
knntas, chairman,. appointed four 
moderates and one segregationist, 
Oov. Ross Barnett, of Mississippi, 
to the resolutions committee. 

Others named were Govs. El- 
bert N. Carvel of Delaware, 
chairman; Carl Sanders of Geor- 
gia; John B. Connally of Texas, 
and Terry Sanford ol North Car- 
olina. •

All Twin Falls schools win 
open Sept. 3, the day after Labor 
day, Supt. Ernest H. Ra gland 
announced Monday. 

The announcement Includes 
the high school, Olcary Junior 
high and the new Robert Stuart 
Junior high . school, Blckel, Har- 
rison, Lincoln, Mornlngslde, 
Washington, and Union school, 
west of the city. ■ 

Also' Included In the announce- 
ment Is the new special educa- 
tion school located Just north of 
Robert Stuart Junior high school 
The schoqi is for physically 
handicapped youngsters and stu- 
dents otherwise in need of spe- 
cial education. 

Details about registration will 
be announced "In a day or 
Ragland said, 

One late teaching vacancy was 
reported. The woman who had 
been expected to provide orches- 
tral Instruction In the elemen- 
tary schools suddenly moved 
away from Twin Palls. Ragland 
said. He expected no difficulty In 
finding a replacement. 

Ragland stated the Twin Palls 
school district's new adminis- 
trative building Is almost com- 
plete on tho inside and will be 
ready for the publics Inspection 
some time this fall. 

The main contracting of re. 
modeling the building has been 
completed, Ragland said, but 
shelves have to be made for 
books and supplies and the base- 
ment and second floor need 
cleaning and repainting before 
the school district will have an 
open house.

The school district will have 
spent about $70,000 when the 
work inside the building is com- 
pleted, according to Ragland. 
This Includes the cost ot the 
building from-thp-department-of 
health,' education .and .welfare, 
the contract lor. remodeling and 
architectural fees. 

-Ragland noted that the school 
district will be better coordinated 
within itself than ever before, 
stating that more than 13,000 
square feet of floor space will be 
available.

Judges Eye 
Legality of 
Loyalty Oath 

BOISE. Aug. 30 lift— A three- 
Judge federal court panel today 
began pondering the question of 
tho constitutionality of Idaho's 
controversial loyalty oath law. 

The question was taken under 
study by the Judges - following 
trial Monday of a suit brought to 
test the legality of the 1063 acL 

The ono»day trial was marked 
by charges leveled by educators 
that the law is detrimental to the 
teaching profession and the 
state's schools.. 

They acknowledged, however, 
that they know of no specific In- 
stances where similar statutes In 
other states have been harmful. 

Dr. Donald Walker; president 
of Idaho state university, who 
testified that he was .teaching 
In California when that state 
enacted a loyalty oath law, said 
It "created considerable discus- 
sion and unrest" In tho Instltu- 
tlo n of which he was a faculty 

But he answered "yes" when 
Judge Fred M. Taylor, one- of 
three federal Jurists presiding at 
the trial asked him, "Did the 
uneasiness tend to minimise 
some time after the Oath law be' 
came effective?" 

The case was heard by Taylor 
of Boise, and Judge William 
Mathes of Los Angeles, both fed- 
eral district Judges, and-Judgo M. 
Oliver Koelsch of Son Francisco, 
a member of tho federal circuit 
court of appeals. .
